In the Pentateuch, or five books of Moſes, I have 
endeavoured to preſerve the thread of the hiſtory 
entire, from the Creation to the return of the Iſ- 
raelites from Egypt, and their eſtabliſnment in Pa- 
leſtine; omitting the genealogies and hiſtorical inci- 
dents that were peculiar to the poſterity of Abraham, 
and had little or no connection with the great events 
recorded for the inſtruction of mankind in all fu- 
ture ages. 


The nber of the wars of the Jews, their Judges 
and Kings, I have reduced into a narrow compaſs, 
ZW mentioning only the moſt, remarkable perſonages, 
and ſuch incidents as were attended with miraculous 
interpoſitions of Providence, and prefigured, or al- 
laded to, ſome important tranſactions recorded in 
the New Teſtament. From the books of Chronicles, 
Ezra, and Nehemiah, I have collected a ſhort ac- 
count of the Babyloniſh captivity and the cauſes 
of it, and brought the Jews back into their own 
country, after the land had lain deſolate ſeventy 
years, 


The book of Job is wholly retained, and moſt 
part of the book of Proverbs, ſuch paſſages only be- 
ing omitted as ſeem leſs edifying to the generality of 
Chriſtians, and a few precepts which are ſuperſeded 
by the Goſpel- revelation.

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As for the Pſalms, J have retained all that can, 
with propriety, be uſed by Chriſtians as Supplica- 
tions, Thankſgivings, Praiſes, and penitential Con- 5

Nor 
have I paſſed over thoſe paſſages, though ſeemingly 
difficult in their application, which are quoted by 
the inſpired writers in the New Teſtament.

X commentators are not entirely agreed; conſequently, 
the greateſt part of that myſterious book muſt be far 


above the comprehenſion of ordinary readers. 


The reader will find ſome obſcure paſſages and. 
obſolete words and ' phraſes explained, either in the 
Text between crotchets, or in a ſhort note at the 
foot of the page; and ſometimes a practical obſerva- 
tion is introduced for the information of young and 
unlearned readers. A few Grammatical inaccura- 
cies, which were not uncommon two centuries ago, 
I have taken the liberty to correct; in all other re- 


ſpects the paſſages are inſerted, as they ſtand in the 
moſt correct editions of the laſt tranſlation of the 


Bible. 


I have not indeed broken the Text into verſes, 
according to the uſual diviſion of the chapters; as 
ſeparate verſes appear to common readers like de- 
tached ſentences, and obſcure the ſenſe by breaking 
the connection. Nor is this the only inconvenience 
attending the common method of printing the Bible; 
for children, being accuſtomed to drop the voice, 
and pauſe at the end of every verſe, contract a diſa- 
greeable tone in reading: and if you put any other 
book into their hands, they cannot read a long 


period with proper emphatis and cadence; nor can 
they 
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they comprehend the meaning of the author, or the 
force of his argument. This conſideration induced 
me to divide the whole into ſhort paragraphs, which 
will render the Sacred Writings more intelligible to 
the unlearned, and, at the ſame time, iccuſtom chil- 
dren to read with propriety and elegance, inſtead of

their ſeed after them. | 
And I ſpake unto you at that time, 


ſaying, I am not able to bear you 


myſelf alone. The Loxp your God 


hath multiplied you, and behold, ye 


are this day as the ſtars of heaven for 
multitude: (The Lox D God of your 


fathers make you a thouſand times fo 


many more as ye are, and bleſs you as 
he hath promiſed you!)

And fhis :s the 
cauſe why Joſhua did circumeiſe: all 
the people that came out of Egypt, 


that were males, even all the men of 


war died in the wilderneſs by the 
way, after they came out of Egypt. 
Now all the people that came out 
were circumciſed; but all the people 
that were born in the wildernels by 
the way, as they came forth out of 
Egypt, them they had not circumciſed. 
For the children of Iſrael walked 
forty years in the wilderneſs, till all 
the people that were men of war who 
came out of Egypt were conſumed, 
becauſe they obeyed not the voice of 
the Lord; unto whom the LORD 
ſware, that He would not ſhew them

And their children, whom he raifed 
up in their ſtead, them Joſhua cir- 
cumciſed; for they were uncircum- 
ciſed, becauſe they had not circum- 
ciſed them by the way.

Wherefore the 
name of the place was called Gilgal 
[ that is, 33 unto this day. 

And the children of Iſrael en- 
camped in Gilgal, and kept the paſs- 
over on the fourteenth day of the 
month at even, in the plains of Jeri- 
cho. And they did eat of the old 
corn of the land on the morrow after 
the paſs-over, unleavened cakes, and 
parched corn in the ſelf- ſame day. 
And the manna ceaſed on the mor- 
row after they had eaten of the old 
corn of the land; neither had the 
children of Iſrael manna any more, 
but they did eat of the fruit of the 
land of Canaan that year. 

And it came to paſs when Joſhua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his 
eyes and looked, and behold, there 
ſtood a man over againſt him with 
his ſword drawn in his hand: and

Yet the Lone teſtified againit Iſ-

„ liw which I commanded your ſa- 
* thers, and whieh TI ſent to you by 
my ſervants the prophets,” Not- 
withſtanding they would not hear} 
but hardened their necks, like to 
the neck of their fathers, that did 
not believe in the Lo their God.

Then they underſtood that he bade 
them not beware of 'the leaven of 
bread, but of the do&rine of the 
Pharifees and of the Sadducees, 
When Jeſus came into the coaſts 
of Cefarea Philippi, he aſked his 
diſciples, ſaying, © Who do men ſay, 
that I, the fon of man, am?” And 
they ſaid, Some ſay that thou art 
john the Baptiſt; ſome Elijah; and 
others, Jeremiah, or one of the 
„ prophets.” He faith unto them, 
But who ſay ye that I am?” And 
Simon Peter anſwered and faid, 
*'Thou-art the Chriſt, the Son of 
* the living God.” 5 
And Jeſus anſwered and faid unto 
him, Bleſſed art thou, Simon-Bar- 
*1ona; for fleſh and blood hath not 
revealed it unto thee, but my Fa- 
* ther who is in heaven. And 1 ſay 
* alſo unto thee, That thou art Pe- 
be ter (42), and upon this rock I will 
build my church; and the gates of 
hell ſhall not prevail againſt it. 
And I will give unto thee the keys 
* of the kingdom of heaven: and

ND after fix days Jeſus taketh 
1 Peter, James, and John his 
brother, and bringeth them up into 
a high mountain apart, and was 
transfigured before them; and his 
face did ſhine as the ſun, and his rai- 
ment was white as the light. And 
+ behold, there appeared unto them 
Moſes and Elijah talking with him, 
Then Peter anſwered, and ſaid unto 
Jeſus, © Lord, it is good for us to be 
© here: if thou wilt, let us make 
here three tabernacles; one for 
* thee, and one for Moſes, and one 
« for Ekjah.“ | 
While he yet ſpoke, behold, a 
bright cloud overſhadowed them; 
— behold, a voice out of the cloud, 
which ſaid, “ This is my beloved 


— 
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“Son, in whom I am well pleaſed: 
* hear ye Him!” And when the dif. 
ciples heard it they fell on their 
faces, and were fore afraid.

And when he had taken the five - 
loaves and the two fiſhes, he looked 
up to heaven, and bleſſed, and brake 
the loaves, and gave them to the diſ- 
ciples, to ſet before them; and the 
two fiſhes he divided among them 
all, And they did all cat, and were 
filled. And they took up twelve 
baſkets full of the fragments, and of 
the fiſhes. And they that did eat of

And when they had paſſed over, 
they came info the land of Genne- 
faret, and drew to the ſhore. And 
when they were come out of the 
ſhip, ftraightway they knew him, 
2 ran through the whole region 
round about; and began to carry 
about in beds thoſe that were ſick 
where they heard he was. And whi- 
therſoe ver he entered intovillages,or 
cities, or country, they laid the ſick 
in the ſtreets, and beſought him that 
they might touch if it were but the 
border of his garment; and as many 
as touched him were made whole.

The Phariſees find fault with the diſciples 

or eating with unwajhed hands. Meat 


or 
defileth nat a man. 
HEN came together unto him 
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the ſcribes, who came from Jeruſa- 
lem; and when they ſaw ſome of his 
diſciples eat bread with defiled (that 
is to ſay with unwaſhed) hands, they

found fault. For the Phariſees, and 
all the Jews, except they waſh therr 
hands often, cat not, holding the tra- 
dition of the elders. And when they 
come from the market, except they 
waſh, they eat not. And many other 
things there are which they have 
received to hold, as the waſhing of 
cups and pots, brazen veſſels, and 
of tables. 

Then the Phariſces and ſcribes 
aſked him, Why walk not thy diſ- 
e ciples according to the tradition of 
* the elders, but eat bread with un- 
* waſhed hands?” He anſwered and 
{aid unto them, Well hath Iſaiah 
* propheſied of you hypocrites! as it 
is written, This people honoureth 
* me with ther lips, but their heart 
*1s far from me. Howbeit, in vain 
do they worſhip me, teaching for 
* doftrines the commandments of 
* men, For laying aſide the com- 
* mandment of God, ye hold the 
* tradition of men, as the waſh- 
e ing of pots, and cups; and many 
* other ſuch like things ye do.“ 

And he ſaid unto. them, Full 
* well ye reje& the commandment 
© of God, that ye may keep your 
* own tradition, For Moſes ſaid, 
Honour thy father and thy mother; 
* and, Whoſo curſeth father or mo- 
* ther, let him die the death. 18 

* But ye ſay, If a man ſhall ſay to 
his father and mother, It is Cor- 
* ban, that is to ſay, a gift, by what- 
* ſoever thou mighteſt be profited 
* by me; he ſhall be free. And ye ſuf- 
*fer him no more to do ought for 
* his father, or his mother; making 
*the word of God. of no effect 
through your tradition which ye 
* have delivered. And many ſuch 
*like things ye do?) 

And when he had called all the 
people unto him, He ſaid unto them, 


the Phariſecs, and certain of 


Hearken unto me every one of you, 
and

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e and underſtand ! There is nothing 
& from without a man that, entering 
& into him, can defile him; but the 


«things which come out of him, 


te thoſe are they that defile the man. 
&« If any man have ears to hear, let 
& him hear!“ | 

And when he was entered into 
the houſe from the people, his diſ- 
ciples aſked him concerning the pa- 
rable. And he ſaith unto them, 
« Are ye ſo without underſtanding 
«alſo? Do ye not perceive that 
© whatſoever thing * without 
te entereth into a man, it cannot de- 
« file him? becauſe it entereth not 
“into his heart, but into the belly, 
«and goeth out into the draught, 
6“ purging all meats.” 

And he ſaid, That which com- 
tc eth out of the man, that defileth 
te the man. For from within, out 
of the heart of men, proceed evil 
thoughts, adulteries, fornications, 
%tmurders, thefts, coveteouſneſs, 
ce wickedneſs, deceit, laſciviouſneſs, 
Aan evil eye, blaſphemy, pride, 
* fooliſhneſs; all theſe evil things 
* come from within, and defile the 
© man.” | | 

And from thence he aroſe, and 
went into the borders of Tyre and 
Sidon, and entered into a houſe, 
and would have no man know it; but 
he could not be hidden. For a cer- 
tain woman whoſe young daughter 
had an unclean ſpirit, heard of him, 
and came and fell at his feet. The 
woman was a Greek, [a Gentile] a 
Syrophenician by nation; and ſhe 
beſought him that he would caſt 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

But Jeſus ſaid unto her, * Let the 
* children firſt be filled; for it is not. 
© mect to take the children's bread 
and to caſt it unto the dogs.” And 


ſhe anſwered and ſaid unto him, 


% Yes, Lord; yet the dogs, under 
the table, eat of the children's 
© crumbs.” And he ſaid unto her, 
* For this ſaying, go thy way; the 


devil is gone out of thy daughter.”

And again, departing from the 
coaſts of Tyre and Sidon, he came 
unto the ſea of Galilee, through 
the midſt of the coaſts of Decapolis. 
And they bring unto him one that 
was deaf, and had an impediment 
in his ſpeech; and they beſeech him 
to put his hand upon him. And he

But the more 
he charged them, ſo much the more 
a great deal they publiſhed it; and 
were beyond meaſure aſtoniſhed, 
ſaying, He hath done all things 
„well; he maketh both the deaf to 
** hear, and the dumb to ſpeak!” 

CHAP. VIII. * 


| Chrift feedeth the people miraculouſly, and 


refuſeth to give a ſign to the Phanifees. 
N thoſe days the multitude being 
very great, and having nothing 
to eat, Jeſus called his diſciples unto 
him, and faith unto them, I have 
compaſſion on the multitude, be- 
cauſe they have now been with me 
three days, and have nothing to eat: 
And if I ſend them away faſting to 
their own houſes, they will faint by 
the way; for divers of them came 
from far. And his diſciples anſwer- 
ed him, From whence can we fatisfy 
theſe men with bread here in the 
wilderneſs? And he aſked them; 
How many loaves have ye?” and 
they ſaid, Seven.” | xg 
And he commanded the people 
to ſit down on the ground: and he 
took the ſeven loaves,: and gave 
thanks, and brake, 'and gave to his 
diſciples to ſet before them; and _

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did ſet them before the people. And 
they had a few ſmall fiſhes; and he 


bleſſed, and commanded to ſet them 


alſo before them. So they did eat, and 
were filled: and they took up of the 
broken meat that was left ſeven 


' baſkets. And they that had eaten 


were about four thouſand. And he 
ſent them away. - 


And ftraightway he entered into 


 @a ſhip with his diſciples, and came 


into the parts of Dalmanutha. And 
the Phariſees came forth, and began 


to queſtion with him, feeking of him 


a ſign from heaven, tempting him. 
And he ſighed deeply in his ſpirit, 
and faith, © Why doth this genera- 
© tion ſeek after a fign? verily I ſay 
* unto you, There fhall no ſign be 
6e given to this generation.” And 
he leſt them, inf entering into the 
thip again, departed to the other 
fide. | | 

Now the diſciples had forgotten to 
take bread; neither had they in the 
ſhip with them more than one loaf. 
And he charged them, ſaying, © Take

& Herod!“ Andthey reaſoned among

And when Jeſus knew it, he faith

not remember, when I brake the 
five loaves among five thouſand, 
te how many baſkets full of fragments 
Eye took. up ??

tt up?” And they ſaid, „Seven.“ 
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he took the blind man by the hand, 
and led him out of the town; and 
when he had ſpit on his eyes, and 
put his hands upon him, he aſked 
him if he ſaw any thing. And he 
looked up, and ſaid, “I ſec men, as 
trees, walking.“ Aſter that, he put 


his hands again upon his eyes, and 


made him look up: and he was 
reſtored, and ſaw every man clearly. 
And he ſent him away to his bout 
ſaying, Neither go into the town,

HEN He called his twelve dil- 
ciples together, and gave them 
power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diſeaſes.

And He ſaid unto them, Take 
ce nothing for your journey, neither 
te ſtaves, nor ſcrip, nor bread, nor mo- 
i ncy; neither have two coats apiece. 
* And whatſoever houſe ye enter

*ye yourſelves touch not the bur— 
dens with one of your fingers. Wo 
* unto you! for ye build the ſepul-

* fathers killed them. Truly ye bear

N the mean time, when there 
were gathered together an innu- 
merable multitude of people, inſo- 
much that they trod one upon 
another, he began to ſay unto his 
diſciples firſt of all, © Beware ye of 
the leaven of the Phariſees, which 

*1s hypocriſy. For there is nothing 

covered that ſhall not be revealed; 

* nor hidden that ſhall not be 

„Known. Therefore whatſoever ye 

* have ſpoken in darkneſs, ſhall be 

heard in the light; and that which 

*ye have ſpoken in the ear, in clo-

„And I ſay unto you, my friends, 

* Bz not afraid of them that kill the

And He ſaid unto his diſciples,

ven; ſo ſhall alſo the Son of man 
be in his day. But, firſt, he muſt

„And as it was in the days of 
Noah, ſo ſhall it be alſo in the days 
of the Son of man. They did eat, 
* they drank; they married wives,

* every one that exalteth himſelf 
e ſhall be abaſed; and he that hum- 
te bleth himſelf ſhall be exalted.” 
And they brought unto him alſo 


infants, that he ſhould touch them; 


but when rs diſciples ſaw it, they re- 
buked them. But Jeſus called them 


children to come unto me, and for- 
* bid them not; for of ſuch is the 
„kingdom of God. Verily, 1 {ay 
* unto you, Whoſoever ſhall not re-

And a certain ruler aſked him,

So Jeſus came again into Cana of 
Galilee, where he made the water 
wine.

A FOBR this, there Was a fealf 

of the Jews; and Jeſus. went 
up to Jeruſalem, Now there is at 
Jeruſalem by the ſheep-jrathet, a pool, 
which is called in the Hebrew tongue 
Betheſda, having five porches. In 
theſe lay a great multitude of imps- 
tent folks, of blind, half, withered 
waiting for the movifig of the waz 
ter. For an angel went down at a 
certain ſeaſon into the pool, and 
troubled the water; whoſoever then, 
firſt after the troubling of the water, 
ſtepped in, was made whole bf what- 
ſoever diſeaſe he had. 5 

And a certairi man Was there Whs 
had an infirmity, thifty-eiglit years. 
When Jeſus faw hin lie, and knew 
that he had been now a long time in 
that caſe, he ſaith unto him, * Wilt 
* thou be made whole?” The inipo- 
tent man anſwered him, Sir; I have 
* no nian, when the water is trou- 
© bled, to put me into the pool; but 
„While 1 am coming, another ſtep- 
« peth down before me.” Jeſus faith 
unto him, * Arte, take up thy bed, 
*and walk!” And immediately the 
man was made whole, and took uf 
his bed, and walked: and on the 
{ame day was the ſabbath. 

The Jews thetefore ſaid untd him 
that was cured, It is the ſabbath-day ; 
it is not lawful for thee to carry thy 
bed. He anfwered them, He that 
made me whole; the ſame ſaid unto 
me, Take up thy bed, and walk. 
Then they aſked him, What man is 
that who ſaid unto thee, Fake uy

FTER theſe things Jeſus vent 
over the ſea of Galilee, which 
is the lake of Tiberias: and a great 
multitude followed him; becauſe 

they ſaw his miracles which he did 

on them that were diſeaſed, And Je- 

ſus went up into a mountain, and 
there he ſat with his diſciples. And 
the paſs-over, a feaſt of the Jews, 

was nigh, a 
When Jeſas then lifted up his 

eyes, and ſaw a great company come 

«* unto him, he faith unto Philip, 

& Whence ſhall we buy bread, that 

e theſe may eat?” And this he ſaid 

to prove him; for he himſelf knew 


hat he would do. Philip anſwered 


him, © Two hundred penny-worth 
&* of bread is not fuflicient for them, 
& that every one of them may take a 
little.“ One of his diſciples, An- 
drew, Simon Peter's brother, faith 
unto him, There is a lad here who 
hath five barley-loaves, and two 
ſmall fiſhes; but what are they a- 
mong ſo many? SEE. 


And Jeſus ſaid, © Make the men 
* fit down,” (Now there was much 
graſs in the place.) So the men fat 
down in number about five thou- 
land. And jeias took the loaves; 
and when he had given thanks, he 


- diſtributed to the difeiples, and the 
: diſciples to them that v ere ſet don ' 


- * + , 
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and likewiſe of the Alh& as mich as 
they would. When they were filled, 
he ſaid unto his diſciples, Gather up 
the fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be loſt. Therefore they ga- 
thered them together, and filled 
twelve baſkets with the fragments of 
the five barley-loaves, which re- 
mained over and above unto them 
that had eaten. | 

Ihen thoſe men, when they had 
ſeen the miracle that Jeſus did, ſaid, 
This is of a truth that prophet 
that ſhould come into the' world. 
When Jeſus therefore perceived that 
they would come * take him by 
force to make him a king, he de- 
parted again into a mountain him- 
ſelf alone. And when the evening 
was come, his diſciples went down 
unto the ſea, and entered into a ſhip, 
and went over the ſea toward Caper- 
naum. And it was now dark, and 
Jeſus was not come to them. 


And'the ſea aroſe, by reaſon of a 


great wind that blew. So when they 
had rowed about five and twenty or 
thirty furlongs, they fee Jeſus walk- 
ing on the Ls, and drawing nigh 
unto the ſhip; and they were afraid. 


But he ſaith unto them, It is I, be 


not afraid:” Then they willingly 
received him into the ſhip: and im- 
mediately the ſhip was at the land 
whither they went. 
The day following, when the peo- 
ple who ſtood on the other fide of 
the ſ2a, ſaw that there was no other 
boat there, fave that one whereinto 
his diſciples were entered, and that 
leſus went not with his diſciples into 
the boat, but that his diſciples were 
gone away alone; (Howbeit, there 
came other boats from Tiberias, nigh 
unto the place where they did eat 
bread, after that the Lord had given 
thanks;) when the people therefore 
ſa that Jeſus was not there; nor his 
diſciples, they alſo took ſhipping, 
and came to Capernaum, ſeeking for 
leſus. And when they had found

things He ſaid in the ſynagogue, as 
he taught in Capernaum. 

Many therefore of his diſciples,

his diſciples murmured at it, he faid 
unto them, © Doth this ofſend y ou 
&« What if ye ſhall ſec the Son of 
man aſcending up Where he was 
66 beſoxe! ? 

It is the ſpirit that quickeneth; 
the 
6 words that I ſpeak unto yau, they 
& are ſpirit, and they are life. But 
” there are ſome of you that believe 
© not.” For Jeſus knew from the 
beginning who they were that he- 
lieved not, and who ſhould betray 
him. And he ſaid, © Therefore ſaid 
& I unto you, That no man can come 
* unto me except it Were given unte 
« him by my Father.“ 

From that time many of his diſei- 
ples went back, and walked no more 
with him, Then Jeſus ſaid unto 
the twelve, *Will ye alſo go away?“ 
Then Simon Peter anſwered bim,

e haſt the words of eternal life! And 
© we believe and are ſure that thou

Jeſus anſwered them, ee Ho not 
b 1 choſen you twelve, and one of 

you is a devil?” He {poke of Ju-

Jeſus refrooath his kinfmen; goeth unto 
the feaſt of taberuacles; teacheth in the 
temple. Divers oprons of C 
The Phariſees are angry at their oficrs 
and at Nicodemus.

fully come,” When he had ſaid 
theſe words unto them, he abodg tick | 
in Galilee, 

But when his brethren were gone 
up, then went He allo up unto. the 
feaſt; not openly, but as it were in 
ſecret. Then the Jews ſought him 
at the feaſt, and faid, “ Where i is 
* He?” And there was much mur- 
muring among the people concerns | 
ing him. For ſome faid, © He is a 
good man:“ others ſaid, 's Nay; but 
che decciveth the people.” Hou 
beit, no man ſpoke openly of him, 
for 3 of the Jews.

receive circumciſion, that the law 


& of Moſes ſhould not be broken; are 
«ye angry at me, becauſe I have 
© made a man every whit whole on 
« the ſabbath- day? judge not accord- 
© ing to the appearance, but judge 
& righteous judgement.” | 

Ihen ſaid ſome of them of Jeruſa- 
lem, Is not this he whom they ſeek to 
kill?

Howbeit, we know 
this man whence he 1s; but when

In the laſt day, that great day of 
the feaſt, Jeſus ſtood and cried, ſay- 
ing, If any man thirſt, let him 
* come unto me, and drink, He 
that beheveth on me, as the ſcrip- 
* ture hath ſaid, Out of his belly 
* ſhall flow rivers of living water.“ 
But this he ſpoke of the ſpirit, which 
they that believe on him ſhould re- 
ceive, For the Holy Ghoſt was not 
yet given; becauſe Jeſus was not yet 
glorified. | 
Many of the people therefore 
when they heard this ſaying, ſaid, 


Of a truth this is the Prophet. Others 


ſaid, This is the Chriſt. But ſome 
ſaid, Shall Chriſt come out of Ga- 
lilee? Hath not the ſcripture ſaid, 
That Chriſt cometh of the ſeed 
of David, and out of the town of 
Bethlehem, where David was? So 
there was a diviſion among the peo- 


ple becauſe of him. And ſome of 


them would have taken him; but no 


man laid hands on him. | 
_ Then the officers came to the 
chief prieſts and Phariſees; and they 


laid unto them, Why have ye not 
| brought 
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& brought kim? The officers an- 


ſwered, Never man ſpoke like 


„this man.“ Then the Phariſces an- 

ſwered them, Are ye allo deceiv- 

© ed? Have any of the rulers, or of

But this people, who knoweth not

Nicodemus faith unto them, (he 
that came to Jeſus by night, being 
one of them,) Doth our law judge 
any man before it hear him, and 
know what he doeth? They anſwer- 
ed and faid unto him, ** Art thou 
e alſo of Galilee? Search and look! 
« for out of Galilee ariſeth no pro- 
phet.“ And every man went unto 
his own houſe. 

II. 

Chrift deltvereth the woman taken in adul- 
tery. He preacheth hamfelf the light 
of the world, and juſtiſeth his doc- 
trine. 

ESUS went unto the mount of 

Olives. And early in the morn- 
ing he came again into the temple, 
and all the people came unto him; 
and he fat down, and taught them. 

And the ſcribes and Phariſees 
brought unto him a woman taken in 
adultery; and when they had let her 
in the midſt, they fay unto him, 
Maſter, this woman was taken in 
adultery, in the very act. Now 
Moſes in the law commanded, us that 
ſuch ſhould he ſtoned; but what ſay- 
eſt thou? This they ſaid tempting 
_ that they might have to accuſe 

im.

Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there; and 
they came, not for Jeſus's ſake only, 
but that they might ſce Lazarus allo, 
whom he had raifed from the dead, 
But the chief prieſts conſulted that 
they might put Lazarus alſo to death; 
becauſe that, by reaſon of him, many 
of the Jews went away, and believ-

cried, * Hofanna! Bleſſed is the king

and immediately the cock crew. 
Then they led Jeſus from Caiaphas 


ſunto the hall of judgement: and it 
And Simon Peter followed Jeſus, 


was early; and they themſelves went 
not into the judgement-hall, leſt they 
ſhould be defiled; but that they 
might eat the paſs-over. Filate then 
went out unto them, and ſaid, What

Then Pilate ſaid untothem, Take

* king. To this end was I born, and 
* for this cauſe came I into the 
& world, that I ſhould bear witneſs 
* unto the truth. Every one that is 
& of the truth heareth my voice.” 
Pilate ſaith unto him, © What is 
& truth (72)?” — And when he had 
ſaid this, he went out again unto the 
Jews, and ſaith unto them, “I find 
in him no fault at all. But ye have 
© 2 cuſtom that I ſhould releaſe unto 
you one at the paſs-over: will ye 
© therefore that I releaſe unto you 
«the King of the Jews?” Then cri- 
ed they all again, ſaying, “ Not this 
* man, but Barabbas.” Now Barab- 
bas was a robber. 
CHAT ALA 
Chriſt is ſcourged, crowned with thorns, 
and crucified. He dieth, and is buried 
by Tofeph and Nicodemus. 
& 2 HEN Pilate therefore -took 
Jeſus, and ſcourged him. And 
the ſoldiers platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it on his head, and 
they put on him a purple robe, and 
laid, “ Hail, King of the Jews!” 
And they ſmote him with their 


hands. Pilate therefore went forth 


again, and faith unto them, © Be- 
* hold, I bring him forth to you, that

Then Jeſus came forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pilate faith unto them; 
„ Behold the man!” When the 
chief prieſts therefore and officers 
ſaw him, they cried out, ſaying, 
Crucify him! crucify him!” Pilate 
faith unto them, Take ye him, and 
* crucity him; for I find no fault in 
„him.“ The Jews anſwered him, 
* We have a law; and by our law 
* he ought to die, becauſe he made 
* himſelf the Son of God.” 

When Pilate therefore heard that 
ſaying, he was the more afraid; and 
went again into the judgement-hall, 
and ſaith unto jeſus, Whence art 
thou? But Jeſus gave him no an- 
ſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, 
** Speakeſtthounot unto me? Know- 
* eſt thou not that I have power to 
* crucify thee, and have power to re- 
5 leaſe thee?” Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
5 couideſt have no power at all a- 
* gainſt me, except it were given 
© thee from above; therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath the 


greater ſin,” 


Andfromthenceforth Pilate ſought 
to releaſe him: but the Jews cried 
out, ſaying, © It thou let this man 
* g0, thou art not Ceſar's friend; 
** Whoſoever maketh himſelf a King 
„ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar.” When 
Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, 
he brought Jeſus forth, and ſat down 
in the judgement-ſeat, in a place 
that 1s called the Pavement, but in 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha, And it 
was the preparation of the paſs-over, 
and about the ſixth hour; and he 
ſaith unto the Jews, “ Behold your 
„King!“ But they cried out,“ A- 
& way with him! away with Aim! 
& erucify him.” Pilate faith unto 
them, © Shall I cruciſy your King?” 
The chief prieſts anſwered, © We 
* have no King but Ceſar,” 

Then he delivered Him therefore 
unto them to be crucified: and they

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took Jeſus, and led him away. And| 


He, bearing his croſs (73), went forth 
into a place called the place of a ſkull, 
which is called in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha; where they crucified him, 
and two others with him, on either 
ſide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. 
And Pilate wrote a title, and put it 
on the croſs; and the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

This title then many of the Jews 
read; for the place where Jelus was 
crucified was nigh to the city: and 
it was written in Hebrew, and Greek, 
and Latin. Then ſaid the chief prieſts 
of the Jews to Pilate, © Write not, 
«© The King of the Jews; but that he 
* ſaid, Iam King of the Jews.“ Pi- 
late anſwered, * What I have writ- 
& ten, I have written.” | 

Then the ſoldiers, when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments and 
made four parts, to every ſoldier a 
part; and alſo his coat: now the coat 
was without ſeam, woven from the 
top throughout. They ſaid therefore 
among themſelves, © Let us not rend 
„it, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it 
& ſhall be;” that the ſcripture might 
be fulfilled, which faith, © They 
* parted my raiment among them, 
*and for my veſture they did calt 
& lots.” Theſe things therefore the 
ſoldiers did. | 


Now there ſtood by the croſs of 


Jelus, his mother, and his mother's 
ſiſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and 
Mary Magdalene. When Jelus there- 
fore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple 
ſtanding by whom he loved, He 
faith unto his mother, © Woman, 
e behold thy ſon!” Then faith He to 
the diſciple, ** Behold thy mother!” 
And from that hour that diſciple 
took her unto his own home. 
After this Jeſus, knowing that all 
things were now accomplrſhed, that

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the ſcripture might be fulfilled, faith, 
“ thirſt,” Now there was ſet a 
veſſel full of vinegar (74); and they 
filled a ſpunge with vinegar, and 
put it upon hyſſop (75), and put it 
to his mouth. When Jeſus therefore 


had received the vinegar, He ſaid, 


It is finiſhed!” — And he bowed 
his head, and gave up the ghoſt. 

The Jews therefore, becauſe it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the croſs on 
the ſabbath-day, (for that fabbath-day 
was an high day,) beſought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. Then 
the ſoldiers came, and brake the legs 
of the firſt, and of the other who 
was crucified with him. But when 
they came to Jeſus, and faw that he 
was dead alrcady, they broke not 
his legs, | 138 

But one of the ſoldiers with a ſpear 
pierced his fide, and forthwith there 
came out blood and water. And he 
that ſaw it, bore record, and his re- 
cord is true; and he knoweth that he 
ſaith true, that ye might believe. 
For theſe things were done that the 
ſcxipture ſhould be fulfilled, A 
* bone of him ſhall not be brok- 
*en(76).” And again another ſcrip- 
ture faith, © They ſhall look on him 
© whom they pierced.” | 

And after this, Joleph of Arima- 


thea (being a diſciple of Jeſus, but 


ſecretly for fear of the Jews,) be- 
ſought Pilate that he might take away 
the body of Jeſus; and Pilate gave 
him leave. He came therefore and 
took the body of Jeſus. And there 
came alſo Nicodemns, who at the 


firſt came to Jeſus by night, and 


brought a mixture of myrrhe and 


aloes, about an hundred pound we:ght.

So they ran both together; and 
the other diſciple did out- run Peter, 
and came firſt to the ſepulchre. And 
he, ſtooping down and looking in, ſaw 
the linen clothes lying; yet he went 
not in, Then cometh Simon Peter 
lollowing him, and went into the 
ſepulchre, and ſeeth the linen clothes 
lie, and the napkin that was about 
his head, not lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrapped together in a 
place by itſelf, 

Then that other diſciple alſo went 
in who came firſt to the ſepul— 
chre, and he ſaw, and believed: for 
as yet they knew not the ſcripture, 
that Ile muſt riſe again from the 
dead. Then the diſciples went 
away again unto their own home. 

But Mary ſtood without at the 
ſepulchre, weeping; and as ſhe wept, 
ſhe ſtooped down, and looked into 
the ſepulchre, and ſceth two angels 
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and the other at the feet, where the 
body of Jeſus had lain. And they 
ſay unto her, Woman, why weep- 
* eſt thou?” She faith unto them, 
** Becauſe they have taken away my 
Lord, and I know not where they 
“have laid him.” And when ſhe 
had thus faid, ſhe turned herſelf 
back, and ſaw Jeſus ſtanding, and 
knew not that it was [elus. | 

Jeſus ſaith unto her, Woman, 
why weepeſt thou? whom ſeekeſt 
* thou?” She, ſuppoſing him to be 
the gardener, ſaith unto him, © Sir, 
if thou have borne him hence, tell 
me where thou haſt laid him; and 
* I will take him away.” Jeſus ſaith 
unto her, Mary!” She turned her- 
ſelf, and faith unto him, *Rabboni!” 
which is to lay, Maſter, jeſus faith 
unto her, Touch me not; for I am 
not yet aſcended to my Father: but 
go to my brethren, and ſay unto 
them, I aſcend unto my Father and 
* your Father, and to my God and 
your God.” Mary Magdalene 
came and told the diſciples that ſhe 
had ſeen the Lord, and that He had 
ſpoken theſe things unto her,

And, being 1 together!“ 
with them: Hecommanded them that 
they ſhould not depart from Jeruſa- 
lem, but « ait ſor the promiſe of the Fa- 
ther, vw hich faith he,“ Ye have heard 
65 af me. For John truly baptized!

(92 Namely, Luke's 6 el. 
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with water; but ye ſhall be baptiz- 
ed with the Holy Ghoſt not many 
days hence.“ 

Therefore when they were come 
together, they aſked him, ſaying, 
Lord, wilt thou at this time re— 
« ſtore the kingdom to Ifracl?” And 
He ſaid unto them, © It is not for you 
© to know the times or the ſeaſons, 
which the Father hath put in his 
© own power. But ye ſhall receive 

* power aſter the Holy Gholt is 
„come upon you; and ye ſhall be 
+ witnefles unto me both in Jeruſa- 
lem, and in all Judea, and 1n Sa- 
% maria, and unto the uttermoſt part 

„of the carth.” And when He had 
ſpoken thele things, while they be- 
held, he vas taken up; and a cloud 
received him out of their ſight, 

And while they looked itedfaſtly 
toward heaven, as he vent up, be- 
hold, two men ſtood by them in

men of Galilee, why ſtand ye gaz- 
*1ng up into heaven? This ſame Je- 
* ſus, who is taken up from you into 
„heaven, ſhall ſo come in like man- 
ner as ye ſee him go into heaven.“ 
Then they returned unto Jeruſalem 
from the mount called Olivet, which 
is from Jeruſalem a ſabbath day's 
8 (81). 
And when they were eome in, 
they went into an upper room, 
where both Peter, and James, and 
John, and Andrew abode; Philip, 
and Thomas, Bartholomew and Mat- 
then; James the ſon of Alpheus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Jude the brother 
of James. Theſe all continued with 
one accord in prayer and ſupplica- 
tion, with the women, and Mary 
the mother of Jeſus, and with his 
brethren. 
And in thoſe days Peter ſtood up 
in the midſt of the diſciples, and 
ſaid, (the number of the names (82) 
together were about a hundred and 
twenty,) Men and brethren, this 
& ſcripture muſt needs have been ful- 
* filled which the Holy Ghoſt, by the 
mouth of David, ſpoke before con- 
*cerning Judas, who was guide to 
„them that took Jelus. For he was 
„ numbered with us, and had obtain- 
ed part of this miniſtery. 
“Nou this man purchaſed a field 
* with the reward of iniquity; and 
falling headlong, he burſt aſunder 
in the midſt, and all his bowels 
„ puſhed out. And it was known 
* unto all the dwellers at Jeruſalem; 
& zinfomuch as that field is called, in 
© their proper tongue, Akeldama, 
ce that is to ſay, The field of blood, 
„ For it is written in the book of 

“ Plalms, Let his habitation be de- 
* folate, and let no man dwell there- 
in; and, His Biſhoprick let another 
© take. Wherefore of theſe men 
*© who have accompanied us all the 
„ time that the Lord Jeſus went in 
* and out among us, beginning from

(81) About a mile. 
82) That is, Of the perſons, 
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the baptiſm of John, unto that

And they appointed two, Joſeph 
called Barſabas, who was ſurnamed 
Juſtus, and Matthias. And they 
prayed, and ſaid, Thou, Lord, who

* ſen: that he may take part of this

A” D when the day of Pentecoſt 

was fully come, they were all 
with one accord in one place; and 
ſuddenly there came a ſound from 
heaven, as of a ruſhing mighty wind, 
and it filled all the houſe where they 
were ſitting; and there appeared unto 
them cloven | divided] tongues like 
as of fire, and it fat upon each of 
them. And they were all filled 
with the Holy Ghoſt, and began to 
ſpeak with other tongues, as the Sp1- 
rit gave them utterance. 

And there were dwelling at Jeru— 
falem Jews, devout men, out of 
every nation under heaven, Now 
when this was noiſed abroad, the 
multitude came together, and were 
confounded, hecauſe every man 
heard them ſpeak in his own lan- 
guage. | 
And they vere all amazed, and 
marvelled, ſaying one to another, 
Behold, are not all theſe who ſpeak 
Galileans? and how hear we every 
man in our own tongue, wherein we

| padocia, in Pontus and Aſia, Phry-

were born? Parthians, and Medes,

lytes, Cretes and Arabians, we hear 
them ſpeak in our tongues the won- 
derful works of God. 

And they were all amazed, and 
were in doubt, ſaying one to another, 
What meaneth this? Others mock- 
ing ſaid, * Theſe men are full of 
„new wine.” But Peter, ſtanding up 
with the eleven, liſted up his voice, 
and faid unto them, „e men of 
„ Tudea, and all ye that dwell at Je- 
„ ruſalem, be this known unto you, 
and hearken to my words! for 


e theſe are. not drunken, as ye ſup- |. 


. poſe; ſeeing it is but the third hour 
of the day. | 9 5 
„ But this is that which was 
* ſpoken by the prophet Joel, And it 
6 ſhall come to pals in the laſt days, 
«* ſaith God, I will pour out of my 
Spirit upon all fleſh; and your ſons 
„and your daughters ſhall propheſy, 
© and your young men ſhall ſee viſi- 
ons, and your old men ſhall dream 
& dreams: and on my ſervants and 
© on my handmaidens I will pour out 


jn thoſe days of my Spirit, and they 


© ſhall propheſy. And Iwill ſhew won- 
ders in heaven above, and ſigns in 
* the earth beneath; blood, and fire, 
„and vapour of ſmoke, The fun 


„ ſhall be turned into darkneſs, and 


«the moon into blood, before that 
great and notable day of the Lord 
come. And it ſhall come to pals, 
* that whoſoever ſhall call on the 
name of the Lord ſhall be ſaved. 

« Ye men of Iſrael, hear theſe 
„words: Jeſus of Nazareth, a man 
© approved by God among yu by 
© miracles and wonders and ſigns, 
„which God did by him in the 
“ midſt of you, as ye yourlelves allo 


© know: Him, being delivered by 


& the determinate counſel and fore- 
* knowledge of God, ye have taken, | 
*and by wicked hands have cruci- 


* fied and ſlain: Whom God hath 
+ raiſed up, having looted the pains 
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e of death; becauſe it was not poſſi- 
ble that he ſhould be holden by it. 

„For David ſpeaketh concerning 
*him, I foreſaw the Lord always 
before my face; for he is on my 
right hand, that I ſhould not be 
moved: Therefore did my heart 
* rejoice, and my tongue was glad; 
** moreover allo, my tleſh ſhall reſt 
in hope: becauſe thou wilt not 
leave my ſoul in hell (83), neither 
wilt thou ſuffer thine Holy One to 
** ſee corruption. Thou haſt made 
** known to me the ways of life: thou 
** ſhalt make me full of joy with thy 
* countenance. 
Men and brethren, let me freely 
* ſpeak unto you of the patriarch 
'* David, that he is both dead and 
buried; and his ſepulchre iswith us 
** unto this day. Therefore being a 
** prophet, and. knowing that God 
had ſworn with an oath to him, 
that, of the fruit of his loinsaccord- 
ing to the fleſh, he would raiſe up 
** Chriſt to fit on his throne; he, ſee- 
ing this before, ſpoke of the reſur- 
*rection of Chriſt, that his ſoul 
Vas not left in hell, neither did his 
* fleſh ſee corruption. This Jeſus 
* hath God raiſed up, whereof we 
all are witneſſes. | 

„ Therefore being by the right 
* hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the pro- 
** miſe of the Holy Ghoſt, he hath 
* ſhed forth this which ye now ſee 
* and hear. For David is not aſ- 
*cended into the heavens: but he 
* faith himſelf, The Loxp ſaid unto 
my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, until I make thy foes thy 
footſtool. Therefore let all the 
houſe of Ifrael know aſſuredly, that 
God hath made that ſame Jeſus, 
*: whom ye have crucified, both Lord 
and Chriſt,” 


Now when they heard thus, 


| (83) Or hades, the ſtate of the dead, 
to which the pains of death had brought 
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they were pricked in the heart, and 
ſaid unto Peter and to the reſt of the 
apoſtles, © Men and brethren, what 
„ ſhall we do?” Then Peter ſaid 
unto them, © Repent, and be bap- 
* tized every one of you in the name 
* of Jelus Chriſt, for the remiſſion 
* of ſins; and ye ſhall receive the 


gift of the Holy Ghoſt. For the 


* promiſe is unto you, and to your 
children, and to all that are afar 
«off, even as many as the Lord our 
“God ſhall call.” And with many 
other words did he teſtify and ex- 
hort, ſaying, * Save yourſelves from 
te this untoward generation!” 
Ihen they that gladly received his 
word were baptized; and the fame 

day there were added unto them about 
three thouſand ſouls. And they con- 
tinued ſtedfaſtly in the apoſtles' doc- 
trine and fellowſhip, and in break- 
ing of bread, and in prayers. And 
fear came upon every ſoul; and ma- 
ny wonders and ſigns were done by 
the apoſtles. 

And all that believed were toge- 
ther, and had all things common; 
and fold their poſſeſſions and goods, 
and parted them to all men, as every 
man had need. And they, conti- 
tinuing daily with one accord in 
the temple, and breaking bread 
from houſe to houle, did eat their 
meat with gladneſs and ſingleneſs of 
heart; 
vour with all the people. And the 
Lord added to the church daily ſuch 
as ſhould be ſaved (84).

And Peter, faſtening his eyes 
upon him, with John, ſaid, Look 
* on us!” And he gave heed unto 
them expecting to receive ſomething 
of them. | 

Then Peter ſaid, * Silver and gold 
* I have none; but ſuch as I have 
*I give thee: In the name of je- 
„ ſus Chriſt of Nazareth, riſe up 
„and walk!” And he took him by 
the right hand, and lifted Jim up; 
and immediately his feet and ancle- 
bones received ſtrength. And he,

And all the people ſaw him walk- 
ingand praiſing God; and they knew 
that it was he who ſat for alms at the 
Beautiful gate of the temple: and 
they were filled with wonder and 
amazement at that which had hap- 
pened unto him.

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1 D as they ſpoke unto the peo- 
ple the tolls and the captains 
of the temple and the Sadducees 
came upon them; being grieved that 
they taught the people, and preach- 
ed through Jeſus the reſurrection 
from the dead. And they laid hands 
on them, and put them in hold unto 
the next day; for it was now even- 
ing. Howbeit, many of them who 
heard the word believed; and the 
number of the men was about five 
thouſand, 

And it came to pals on the morrow, 
that their rulers and elders and 
ſcribes, and Annas the high prieſt, 
and Caiaphas, and John, and Alex- 
ander, and as many as were of the 
kindred of the high prieſt, were 
gathered together at Jeruſalem. And 
when they had ſet them in the midſt, 
they aſked, By what power, or by 
what name have ye done this? 

Then Peter, filled with the Holy 
Ghoſt, ſaid unto them, “Ve rulers 
ol the people, and elders of Iſrael! 
If we this day are examined of the 
** good deed done to the impotent 
„man, by what means he is made 


** whole; be it known unto you all, 


and to all the people of Iſrael, that 
by the name of Jeſus Chriſt of Na- 
* zareth, whom ye crucihed, whom 
God raiſed from the dead, even by 
Him doth this man ſtand here be- 
fore you whole, This is the ſtone 
** which was ſet at nought by you 
* builders, which is become the 
* head of thecorner. Neither is there 
*« ſalvation in any other: for there is 
* noother name under heaven, given 
among men, whereby we muſt be 
ee ſaved.” 

No when they ſaw the boldneſs 
of Peter and John, and perceived 
that they were unlearned and ig- 
norant (86) men, they marvelled; 
and they took knowledge of them, 
that they had been with Jeſus. And

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beholding the man who was healed 
ſtanding with them, they could ſay 
nothing againſt it. 

But when they had commanded 
them to go aſide out of the council, 
they conferred among thetnſelves, 
faying, What ſhall we do to thele 
men, for that indeed a notable mi- 
racle hath been done by them is ma- 
nifeſt to all them that dwell in Je- 
ruſalem; and we cannot deny it. But

them; but the people magnified 
them. 

And believers were the more add- 
ed to the Lord, multitudes both of 
men and women; inſomuch that they 
brought forth the lick into the 
ſtreets, and laid them on beds and 
couches; that at the leaſt the ſhadow 
of Peter paſſing by might over-ſha- 
dow ſome of them. There came allo 
a multitude: out of the cities round 
about unto Jeruſalem, bringing ſick 
ſolks, and them who v ere vexed with 
unclean ſpirits; and they were hcal- 
ed every one. 


And of the 
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Then the high prieſt roſe up, and 
all they that were with him; which 
is the ſect of the Sadducees; and 
were filled with indignation, and 
laid their hands on the apoſtles, and 
put them in the common priſon. But 
the angel of the Lord by night open- 
ed the priſon- doors, and brought 
them ſorth, and ſaid, Go, ſtand and 
* {peak in the temple to the people 
* all the words of this life.” 

And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning, and taught, But the high 


ow came, and they that were with 


im, and called the council together 
and all the ſenate of the children of 
Iſrael, and ſent to the priſon to have 
them brought. | 

But when the officers came, and 
found them not in the priſon, they 
returned, and told, ſaying, © The pri- 
** fon truly we found ſhut with all 
* ſafety, and the keepers ſtanding 
ing without before the doors; but 
* when we had opened, we found 
no man within.” Now when the 
high prieſt and the captain of the 
temple, and the chief prieſts, heard 
theſe things, they doubted of them 
whereunto this would grow. 

Then one came and told them, 
ſaying, Behold, the men whom ye 
put in priſon are ſtanding in the 
temple, and teaching the people. 
Then the captain went with * ofh- 
cers, and brought them without vio- 
lence; for they fearcd the people, 
leſt they ſhould have been ſtoned. 
And when they had brought them, 
they ſet them before the council. 
And the high prieſt aſked them, 
ſaying, Did we not ſtraitly com- 
* mand you, that ye ſhould not teach 
* in thisname? and bchold, ye have 
* filled Jeruſalem with your doctrine, 
and intend to bring this man's 
** blood upon us.“ 7 

Then Peter and the other apoſtles 
anſwered and faid, © We ought to 
* obey God rather than men. The 
* Cod of our fathers raiſed up Jeſus, 


| 
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*whom ye flew and hanged on a 
tree; him hath God cxalted with 

his right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, to give repentance to I. 
* racl, and forgivencts of ſins. And 
* we are his witnefles of theſe things: 
*<and /o is allo the Holy Ghoſt, whom 
& God hath given to them that obey 
S na. 

When they heard that, they were 
cut to the heart, and took counſel tc 
ſlay them. Then ſtood there up one 
in the council, a Phariſec, named 
Gamaliel, a doctor of the law, had 
in reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the apoſtles 
forth a little ſpace; and ſaid unto 
them, © Ye men of Iſrael, take heed 
© to yourſelves what ye intend to do 
& as touching theſe men! For before 
& thele days roſe up Theudas, boaſt- 
«ing himſelf to be ſomebody; to 
< whom a number of men, about 
four hundred, joined themſelves; 
& who was flain, and all, as many as 
* obeyed him, were ſcattered and 
& brought to nought. | 

* Alter this man rofe up Judas of 
& Galilee in the days of the taxing, 
t and drew away much people aſter 
cc him; he allo rides, and all, 
£ even as many as obeyed him, were 
4 difperſed. And now I ſay unto 
«you, Refrain from theſe men, and 
c let them alone; (ſor if this counle; 
& Or this work be of men, it will 
«come to nought; but if it be of 
te God, ye cannot overthrow it;) left 
& haply ye be found even to fight a- 
& gainſt God.” 

And to him they agreed. And 
when they had called the apoſtles, 
and beaten them, they commanded 
that they ſhould not fpeak in the 
name of Jclus, and let them go. And 
they departed from the preſence of 
the council, rejoicing that they were 
counted worthy to ſufler ſhame fer 
his name. And daily in the temple 
and in every houle, they ccalcd not 
to teach and preach Jeſus Chriil, 
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| Deacons clioſen. Stephen falſly accuſed 
of blaſphemy. 
AN D in thote days, when the 
number of the dilciples was 
multiplied, there aroſe a murmurin 
of the Grecians againſt the Hebrews, 
becaule their widows were neglected 
in the daily miniſtration. Then the 
twelve called the multitude of the 
Aiſciples unto them, and ſaid, It is 
not reaſonable that we ſhould leave 
the word of God, and ſerve tables. 
Wherefore, brethren, louk ye out 
among you ſeven men of honeſt re- 
port, full of the Holy Ghoſt, and 
wiſdom, whom we may appoint over 
this buſineſs. But we will give our- 


the miniftery of the word. 
And the laying pleaſed the whole 


multitude. And they chole Stephen, 


Ghoſt, and Philip, and Prochorus, 
and Nicanor, =T Timon, and Par- 
menas, and Nicolas a proſelyte of 
Antioch; whom they let before the 
apoſtles; and when they had prayed, 
they laid their hands on them. And 
the word of God increaſed; and the 
number of the dijciples multiplied 
in Jerufalem greatly; and a great 
company of the pricits were obc- 
dient to the faith. And Stephen, 


wonders and miracles ainong the 
people, 8 

Then there aroſe certain of the 
ſynagogue which is called, The jyna- 
zoe of the Libertines, and Cvre- 
nians, and Alexandrians, and of them 
of Cilicia, and of Aſia, diſputing 
with Stephen. And they were not 
able to reſiſt the wiſdom and the ſpi- 
rit by which he ſpoke. Then they 
ſuborned men who laid, We have 
heard him ſpcak blaſphemous words 
againft Moles, and againſt God, | 
And they ſtirred up the people 
and the elders and the ſcribes, and 
came upon /im, and.caught him, and 
brought /zm to the council; and ſet

* he defended him, and avenged him

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© Egyptian: for he ſuppoſed his bre-

And the next day he ſhewed

* And when forty years were ex- 
© pired, there appeared to him in 
te the wilderneſs of mount Sinai an 
© angel of the Lord, in a flame of 
«fire in a buſh. When Moſes ſaw 
eit, he wondered at the fight: and 
& as he drew near to behold it, the 
voice of the Lord came unto him, 
= Dang: I am the God of thy fathers, 
„the God of Abraham, and the 
* God of Iſaac, and the God of Ja- 
* cob. Then Moſes trembled, and 
& durſt not behold. | 

Then ſaid the Lord to him, Put 
© off thy ſhoes from thy feet (87); 
for the place where thou ſtandeſt 
is holy ground. I have ſeen, I 
have ſeen the affliction of my peo- 
* ple which is in Egypt; and I have 
« heard their groaning, and am come 
& down to deliver them: And now

„This Moſes whom they refuſed, 
« faying, Who made thee a ruler

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| N D Saul was conſenting unto 
his death. And at that time 

there was a great perſecution againſt 

the Church which was at Jeruſalem; 


and they were all ſcattered abroad 


throughout the regions of Judea and 
Samaria, except the apoſtles. And 
devout men carried Stephen to tus 
burial, and made great lamentation 
over him. As for Saul, he made 
havock of the Church, entering into 
every houſe; and haling men and 
women, committed them to priſon. 
Therefore they that were ſcattered 
abroad, went every where preach- 
ing the word. 

Then Philip went down to the 
city of Samaria, and preached Chriſt 
unto them. And the people, with 
one accord, gave heed unto thoſe 
things which Philip ſpoke, hearing, 
and ſeeing the miracles which he 
did. For unclean ſpirits, crying 


with loud voice, came out of many 


that were poſſeſſed toit hi them; and ma- 
ny taken with palſies, and that were 
lame, were healed. And there was 
great joy in that city. 

But there was a certain man call- 
ed Simon, who before time in the

N D Saul, yet breathing out 

threatenings and ſlaughter a- 
gainſt the diſciples of the Lord, 
went unto the high prieſt, and de- 
fired of him letters to Damaſcus to 
the ſynagogues; that if he found any 
of this way, whether they were men 
or women, he might bring them 
bound to Jeruſalem. And as he 
journeyed, he came near Damaſcus; 
and ſuddenly there ſhined round a. 
bout him a light from heaven. And 
he fell to the earth, and heard a 
voice ſaying unto him, Saul! Saul! 
& why perſecuteſt thou me? 

And he ſaid, Who art thou, 
« Lord?” And the Lord faid, © I am 
© Teſus whom thou perſecuteſt. It 2s 
hard for thee to *ick againſt the

And when he had received meat, 
ie was ſtrengthened. Then SauF was. 
:ertain days with the diſciples who 
were at Damaſcus. And ſtraight- 
way he preached Chriſt in the ſyna- 
gogues, that he is the Son of God. 
But all that heard him were amazed, 
and ſaid, © Is not this he, that de- 
+* ſtroyed them who called on this 
* name in Jeruſalem; and came hi- 
ther for that intent that he might 


bring them bound unto the chief 


„ prieſts?” But Saul increaſed the 
more in ſtrength, and .confounded 
the Jews who dwelt at Damaſcus, 
oroving that this is very Chriſt (94).

And the next ſabbath-day almoſt 
thewhole city came together to hear 
the word of God, But when the 
Jens ſaw the multitudes, they were 
filled «1th envy, and ſpoke againſt 
thoſe things which 'were ſpoken by 
Paul, contradicting and blaſphem- 
ing. Then Paul and Barnabas wax- 
ed bold, and ſaid, It was neeeſſary 
that the word of God ſhould firſt

ing ye put it from you, and judge 
* yourſelves unworthy of everlaſting 
life, lo, we turn to the Gentiles. 
For ſo hath the Lord commanded

And when the Gentiles heard this 
they were glad, and glorified the 
word of the Lord; and as many as 
4ere ordained (5) to eternal life be- 
lieved.

But the Jews ſtirred up the 
devout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and raiſed 
perſecution againſt Paul and Barna- 
bas, and expelled them out of their 
coaſts.

Paul preacheth at Thefſalomca, Berea, 

and at Athens. Some are converted. 
N O W when they had paſſed 

\ through Amphipolis and Apol- 
lonia, they came to Theſſalonica, 
where was a ſynagogue of the Jews. 
And Paul, as his manner was, went 
in unto them, and three ſabbath-days 
reaſoned with them out of the ſcrip- 
tures, opening and alledging that 


Chriſt muſt needs have ſuffered, and 


riſen again from the dead; that this 
Jeſus whom I preach unto. you, is 
Chriſt, . 
And ſome of them believed, and 
conſorted with Paul and Silas; and 
of the devout Greeks a great multi- 
tude, and of the chief women not a 
few. . But the Jews who believed 
not, moved with envy, took unto 
them certain lewd fellows of the 
baſer ſort, and gathered a company, 
and ſet all the city on an uproar, and 


aſſaulted the houſe of Jaſon, and 


bought to bring them out to the peo- 


le, h 
And when they found them not, 
they drew Jaſon and certain brethren 


_ unto the rulers of the city, crying, 


* Theſe, that have turned the world 


& upſide down, are come hither allo; 
* whom Jaſon hath received: and 


Cu A r. xvi, xvii. 
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<« theſe all do contrary to the decrees 
„of Ceſar, ſaying, That there is an- 
* other king, one Jeſus.” And they - 
troubled the people and. the rulers 
of the city, when they heard theſe 
things. And when they had taken - 
ſecurity of Jaſon and of the others, 
they let them go. a 

And the brethren immediatelyſent 
away Paul and Silas by night into 
Berea; who coming t/uther went into 
the ſynagogue of the Jews. Theſe 
were more noble than thoſe of Theſ- 
lalonica, in that they received the 
word with all readineſs of mind, and 
ſearched the ſcriptures daily, whe- 
ther thoſe things were ſo. There- 
fore many of them believed; allo 
of honourable women who were 
Greeks, and of men not a few. 

But when the Jews of Theſſalo- 
nica had knos ledge that the word of 
God was 8 by Paul at Berea, 
they came thither alſo, and ſtirred 
up the people. And then immedi- 
ately the brethren ſent away Paul to 
go as it were to the ſea; but Silas and 
Timothy abode there ſtill. And they - .-: *

And when 
the Jews laid wait for him as he 
was about to fail into Syria, he pur- 
poſed to return through Macedonia.

[Afia Sopater of Berea, and of the 
Theflalonians, Ariſtarchus and Se- 
cundus; and Gaius of Derbe, and 
Timothyz and of Afia, Tychicus, 
and Trophimus.

15 
And the night following the Lord 
ſtood by him, and ſaid, Be of good,

themſelves under a curſe, ſaying, 
That they would neither eat nor 
drink till they had killed Paul.

and elders, and faid, We have 
bound ourſelves under a great 
< curſe, that we will eat nothing un- 
ce til we have ſlain Paul.

& and we, or ever he come near, are 
ready to kill him,” And when 
Paul's ſiſter's ſon heard of their lying

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| Then Paul called one of the cen. 
turions unto him, and ſaid, Bring 
this young man unto the chief cap- 
tain; for he hath a certain thing to 
tell him. So he took him, and 
brought him to the chief captain, 
and ſaid, Paul the priſoner called 
me unto him, and prayed me to 
bring this young man unto thee, who 
hath ſomething to ſay unto thee, 
Then the chief captain took him by 
the hand, and went with him aſide 
rivately, and aſked him, What is 
it that thou haſt totell me? 
And he ſaid, The Jeus are a-

And as he reaſoned of 
righteouſneſs, temperance, — udge- 
ment to come, Felix trembled, and 
anſwered, * Go thy way for this 
et time; when I have a convenient 
« ſeaſon, I will call for thee.” He 
hoped alſo that money ſhould have, 
been given him by Paul, that he 
might looſe him; wherefore he ſent 
for him the oftener, and communed 
with him. But after two years, Por- 
cius Feſtus came into Felix's room; 
and Felix, willing to ſhew the Jews 
a pleaſure, left Paul bound.

NTOW when Feſtus was come 
L N into the province, after three 
days he afcended from Ceſarea to 
Jeruſalem, Then the high prieſt and 
the chief of the Jews informed him 
againſt Paul, and beſought him, and 
defired favour againſt him, that he 
would ſend for him to Jeruſalem; 


laying wait in the way to kill him. 


But Feſtys anſwered, That Paul

who among you are able, go down 
with me, and accuſe this man, if 
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there be any wickedneſs in him. 
And when he had tarried among 

them more than ten days, he went

Nevertheleſs, the centu- 
rion believed the maſter and the 
owner of the ſhip, more than thoſe 
things which were ſpoken by Paul.

Wherefore he 
ſaith, God reſiſteth the proud; but 
* giveth grace to the humble.” Sub- 
mit yourſelves therefore to God. 
Reſiſt the devil; and he will flee 
from you: draw nigh to God; and 
he will draw nigh to you. Cleanſe 
your hands, ye finners; and purily 
your hearts, ye double-minded! Be 
afflicted, and mourn, and weep; let 
your laughter be turned to mourn- 
ing, and your joy to heavineſs. Hum- 
ble yourſelves in the fight of the 
heady: and he ſhall lift you up, 
Speak not evil one of another, bre- 
thren, He that ſpeaketh evil of his 
brother, and judgeth his brother, 
ſpeaketh evil of the law, and judgeth 
the law: but if thou judge the law, 
thou art not a doer of the law, but a 
judge. There 1s one law-giver, who 
1s able to ſave, and to deſtroy. Who 
art'thou that judgeſt another? 
Go to now, ye that ſay, To-day 
or to- morrow we will go into ſuch a
